
INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT 
THURSDAY, MARCH 27, 2003 – 1000 MST 

NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 2 
 
 
 

CURRENT SITUATION: 
 

Initial attack activity was light to moderate nationally, with 256 new fires reported yesterday.  Two 
new large fires were reported, one each in the Eastern and Southern Areas.  Four fires were 
contained, three in the Southern Area and one in the Eastern Area.  Very high fire indices were 
reported in Colorado and Indiana.   
  
 
COLUMBIA RESPONSE, Federal Emergency Management Agency.  A FEMA Emergency 
Operations Center is established in Lufkin, Texas.  Four Type 1 Incident Management Teams 
(Studebaker, Gelobter, Anderson and Ferguson) are assigned in Corsicana, Hemphill, Palestine 
and Nacogdoches, Texas.  One Type 2 Incident Management Team (Jenkins) is assigned in 
Longview, Texas.  Forty-eight agencies are cooperating in the search and collection of shuttle 
materials. 
 
NEWCASTLE, Animal and Plant Health Inspection Service, USDA.  State and Federal personnel 
have been mobilized in response to the outbreak of the Exotic Newcastle Disease.  They are 
working in support of the USDA APHIS operation under a Unified Command.   Support operations 
are being conducted in Arizona, California, and Nevada. 
 
 

SOUTHERN AREA LARGE FIRES: 
 

COUNTY LINE FIRE, Oklahoma Division of Forestry.  This fire is burning in mixed hardwoods six 
miles northwest of Proctor, Oklahoma.  Active fire behavior occurred yesterday in light fuels.  
Control lines will be completed today, as well as the burn out of adjacent fuels.

OUTLOOK: 
 

***A RED FLAG WARNING HAS BEEN ISSUED FOR SOUTHWEST OKALAHOMA AND 
NORTHERN TEXAS FOR LOW RELATIVE HUMIDITEIS AND WINDS GREATER THAN 
TWENTY MPH.***.  

 
The weakening cold front from Wednesday will continue to create showers and thunderstorms from 
the Mid-Atlantic south to Florida today. North and central Florida will see numerous thunderstorms 
with precipitation accumulations as high as 1.5”. West and Central areas of the Southern Area will 
remain rain-free. The second of two back to back cold fronts begins to take shape in the central 
plains and will produce dry and very windy conditions from Okalahoma and Texas.  Fire risks will 
be highest today in the west. This front, already into the western Okalahoma panhandle, will pull in 
much colder air into Okalahoma and Texas.   
 
A cool front will continue its easterly push through the Eastern Area and is expected to move 
through the Mid-Atlantic and New England states on Wednesday.  Showers and a few 
thunderstorms are likely as the front moves through producing isolated rainfall amounts of a half to 
three quarters of an inch. Winds will switch from the south to the west-northwest as the front 
passes. High pressure is expected at the surface across the Great Lakes and Big Rivers compacts 
creating light winds and dry conditions
